It can be no soorot 
that tbo productive capacity of tho 
country East of tho Casoado Rango haa 
long since outgrown the coDSumptivo 
capacity of Cariboo ; and it hua j ust 
come to thia, that now n-arkots must bo 
thrown open or olso ngriculinral oper- 
ations in tho interior must decline at a 
period when doclonsion Would be most 
fatal; And, it Omineoa is to yield up 
' 'her golden treasure now, how utterly 
Buicidal to permit that treaeare to bo 
drained into foreign channels when it 
might, with a littlo oiVort and jadioioua 
managomont, bo made to fertilize oar 
own agricultural districts, guided into 
the pockets of our own farmers, The 
policy of the thing admits of uo ques- 
tion. The only debatable grouud is as 
to how so desirable an object can boat 
bo acoompliabed. Wo havo already in 
timatod the dotormination of tho Ex- 
ecutive to do its part ; and it is grati 
fying to obsorvo that private enterprise 
appears equally dolormincd to do its 
par*. We annouuced last week tho euo« 
ooBsful passage of tho stoamor Enter- 
prise through Cottonwood Canon, and 
it will bo soon by reference to au advor- 
tisomeat in another coiuma that the 
Entorpriie above the Cottonwood Can- 
OD and the Victoria below, will run in 
connection, carrying freight and paeaon. 
gers for Omineca. Wo uro not yot io a 
position to state with ibat degree of defi- 
nitoness which one conld wish, how fur 
up tho Bnlorprisewill be enabled to ex- 
tend her trips ; but wo are quite pre- 
pared to learn that &ho will run up a 
diatanco of some sixty miles, being with- 
in about twenty miioa of Fort Groorge. 
This would give steamboat commuui- 
cation all the way from Soda Creek to 
within twenty miles of Fort George, 
with one portage of less than halt a mile 
at Cottonwood Canon. Tho reader 
will at once porcoivo the groat advan- 
tage this will bo, cBpeoiully in bo far 
as the conveyance of freight iu cOcoern- 
ed. And this nrrangemeul cannot fail 
to greatly increase the attraotivoness 
of the route for passengers. To bo able 
to travel on a comfortable steamer from 
QueanelmoQth to tho Upper Canon 
for the trifling turn of fife dollars ia no 
small inducement. Tho saving in time 
alone, to aay nothing at all about com- 
fort, would be far more than aueqaivaleni 
for the passage money. Under all tho 
circumstances we are disposed to take a 
most hopotnl view of tho profpecla held 
out by Ominoca aa proseutiug a ready 
market for the produce of tho great 
country East of the Oaaoado Ennge 
With so very important an object in 
yieW; we hope to see Executive energy 
and private enterprise going on , as they 
appear to be doing now, band iu band. 

Wbere sball we Bury oar Dead I 

The qneslioD with wbiob we bead the 
present lematka is iaevitably soggested by 
tbe notioB which appeared in Satarday's 
C7<U«<M, viz, 'attor twelve months frocB this 
date DO further burials will be pormiitod to 
lake place in the prosont Victoria Cemetery.' 
And here wo take occasion to oommetid the 
deoiiioD at which tho board of Truatets have 
arrived, ub wo, ihiDfc none icq bood. Tho 
desirability ol closiut; the proueut comotorj 
and providing a suitablo pluco for iho burial 
of the dead eomewhat mora remote from ihe 
babitBtioD of tbe liviuK has boon advucalod 
more tbao ODoe in these oolumnn, and wo 
tbiak the Trusleee have reuderoa mi iuih 
portaoi service lo the poblic in ao pruinpiiy 
taking tho initial step towards tbo attain* 
mcnt of ao desirable an object.
